- ECENTLY two stupendous powder plants 
established by the Government, one of 
them making as much smokeless as does 
the huge Du Pont organization after four years of 
War expansion, came into production, giving the 
Dnited States independence in its supply of 
smokeless. 

One of these plants is at Nashville, Tenn., and 
fhe other is at Charleston, W. Va., each bringing 
fo the community in which it is located an indus- 
try similar to that which has been the life of 
Wilmington, and, in fact, the whole small State 
@f Delaware. 

It is a strange sort of industry which is un- 
folded by powder plants, however, because there 
is none of that congestion, teeming factory build- 
ings surrounded by workmen's cottages. A pow- 
der plant consists of a number of small units, low, 
flat buildings, scattered over a great expanse of 
country. Each unit is a quarter of a mile away 
from its fellow, that it may have the privilege of 
blowing up all by itself if it so chooses, without 
taking the whole organization back into disso- 
lution. So these plants present the outward 
aspect of the rolling greens of country clubs, 
Zringed with the forbidding guards and battle- 
ments of penal institutions.

And within them is the story of powder, the 
punch up the sleeve of every snarling howitzer or 
Fattling machine gun on the battlefronts of Eu- 
rope. A fortune teller reading the horoscope of 
the world might well say that she saw a smudge 
of powder that would change the whole course-of 
fits life. Powder is unquestionably one of the 
dominating forces now shaping the destinies of 
pations. 

So, when the oyanance specialists told me that 
this nation had come to an independence in 
powder production, that the new plants had cost 
§130,000,000, that they were producing and would 
reach a maximum by the end of the year, when 
they had smothered me with a picture of the im- 
mensity of the task, I went back to first princi- 
ples and asked a very small question. 

“What is smokeless powder?’ I said. 

By this I meant to ask what it was made of 
andi how. I did not know and I doubted if many 
other people knew. There had been a time when 
its constituents had been regarded as a military 
secret. But now every Government knows ex- 
actly the constituents of the powder of other Gov-

Smokeless powder is 85 per cent cotton, I was 
fold. The other 15 per cent is nitrate. That is 
all there is to it—cotton.and nitrate. 

The popular idea of the appearance of powder 
also has to be put aside. No longer is the world 
msing that old, black, granulated mass derived 
from a mixture of sulphur, saltpeter and charcoal 
that is the powder picture in the general mind. 
(America is using the crystalline cylinders of 
smokeless and the other nations of the world are 
Msing the same material, though made up in dif- 


ferent forms.

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How Nitrogen Is Taken 
From the Atmosphere 


HE air is compressed in immense 
steel reservoirs by a great piece 
of machinery working on 

the principle of a bicycle pump. 
The pressure here is increased un- 
til the air liquifies Then it is 
reduced to a temperature hundreds 
of degrees below the freezing point. The 
temperature at which nitrogen boils or 
turns into gas is considerably lower than 
that at which oxygen, the other com- 
ponent part of air, undergoes this same 
transformation. To remove the nitrogen 
from the Uquified mass, therefore, it is 
only necessary that its temperature be 
permitted to rise to that at which nitro- 
gen ‘‘boils,’’ when it will pass off in the 
form of gas, leaving the liquid oxygen. 
The nitrogen gas is then precipitated 
upon red hot calcium carbide which ab- 
sorbs it, leaving the workable synthetic 
compound of commerce. 


en by cotton. The cotton furnishes the material 
that will unite with nitrate to form an expand- 
ing gas. The union of the two is so perfect that 
nothing is left to make even so much as a bit of 
smoke, 

This product is a form of guncotton, the burn- 
ing of which is regulated by the manner of its 
putting up. Guncotton is but that fleecy product 
of the fields treated with nitrate. It is a most 
terrible explosive and very dangerous to wérk 
with. Converting it into smokeless powder was, 
for a long time, not practicable because of this 


danger. P 

The Du Ponts found a way of treating the gun- 
cotton with ether and alcohol to break up its 
fibrous condition. This converted it into a jelly- 
like mass, convenient and safe to handle, in 
which form it could be brought to just the right 
chemical constituency to make it burn as desired 
in the big guns of the nation. This jelly is 
squeezed through molds that make the desired 
grains and completes the process of manufacture. 
One may with impunity put a match to one of 
the grains of smokeless and mold it in his fingers 
while it burns and sputters harmlessly as might 
a big sulphur match.

How Smokeless Generates Propulsion 


Every size of gun has its own size of powder. 
The bigger the gun the larger the size of the grain 
of powder it will use. The biggest grains, the 
pepper-box size, are for the great 16-inch guns. 
The 14-inch, the 12-inch, the 8-inch, the 3-inch, 
all have powder to fit. The sizes decrease until 
they reach the fine grain powder for the rifles of 
the infantry, which still maintain the form of a 
cylinder, though they are no bigger than a small 
section of a pin. 

When the big gunpowder is manufactured it is 
put into silken bags in such quantities as to re- 
quier one or two or three packages for a load. 
The bags go into the guns with the powder and 
are burnt up with it. So it happens that the 
grains of this big gunpowder are never seen. 
There is probably not one in 50,000 who ever saw 
these grains. 

Every grain is perforated lengthwise the cyl- 
inder. Each grain has seven of these perforations. 
The arrangement of these holes is in accordance 
with the most exact mathematical calculations. 
The holes regulate the rapidity with which the 
powder will burn. This smokeless is what is 
known as a slow-burning powder. It is not in- 
tended that the charge of powder in a big gun 
shall exhaust its force instantly. The beginning 
of the explosion starts the projectile on its way. 
The explosion continues and, as the projectile 
gains speed, the force behind it continues to push. 
The projectile is followed down the rifle barrel 
by the continuing explosion, by which its speed is 
constantly accelerated. The powder is burning 
fastest and pushing hardest at the instant the 
projectile reaches the mouth of the gun. At that 
instant also it burns up and exhausts itself. 
work is done. 


g Nitrate Made From the Air 


The second constituent of smokeless powder— 
nitrate, has long been an embarrassing problem 
to most nations. Strangely, the little country of 
Chile has had a virtual corner on the nitrate mar- 
ket of the world. In Chile there are great deposits 
of nitrates and the nations of the world have 
sent their ships for the raw material for powder 
manufacture as well as for it as an important in- 
gredient of fertilizer. a 

But when the war came Germany was shut off 
from this supply. Other nations have faced the 
possibility of some complication arising that 
would shut them off. Just now the United 
States is making elaborate provision that she may 
become independent of this outside source, just

as Germany, under the spur of necessity, has be- 
come independent. 

For nitrogen, though it is’ one of the hardest 
of substances to find in the isolated form, exists 
in inexhaustible quantities at eevry spot on the 
glod. The air that surrounds the earth and which 
all living creatures breathe, is 60 per cent nitro- 
gen. It is the 40 per cent oxygen with which the 
human body chiefly concerns itself, but nitrogen 
is in its lungs and all about it. 

To get the nitrogen one had but to capture a 
molecule of air, crack it open, hold on to what he 
wants and let the oxygen go. Uncle Sam is just 
now spending a hundred million dollars in pre- 
paration for doing just that thing. 

A synthetic nitro plant is being built at Muscle 
Shoals, Ala., which will come into production 
within the month and will reach maximum pro- 
duction before the end of the year. This plant, 
however, is but a small part of the program of 
extracting nitrogen from the air. While the 
synthetic process at Muscle Shoals is to have a 
$10,000,000 plant, right beside it there is nearing 
completion a $40,000,000 plant for the fixation of 
nitrogen from the air by what is known as the 
cyanide process.

This process _is quite well proven, while the 
synthetic method is still experimental. The cy- 
anide process has been in use in many places 
in Europe, and before the war there was one com- 
mercially developed plant at Niagara Falls. It is 
a proven process and, therefore, is being backed 
strongly by this Government. The $40,000,000 
plant at Muscle Shoals will be in production this 
summer. In addition, two other plants are being 
established. One of these is at Dayton, O., and 
the other is at Cincinnati. Each is to cost $20,- 
000,000. These points are chosen because there 
is power already available. In each case new 


municipal-electric plants were being established. 


The old plants were to be abandoned. By keeping 
the old plants in the game, performing war serv- 
ice, great qauntities of power might be placed at 
the disposal of the Government. Hence the loca- 
tion of these plants. 


The scientific juggling that is necessary to 
get the nitrogen of the air into usable form by 
this process is most interesting. The first job 
is to isolate the nitrogen. This is done in this 
way. In the first place, there is a machine cost- 
ing millions that operates on the principle of the 
bicycle pump. Its province is to compress air. 
But the compressed air which slaps on the 
brakes for a railway train is under very mild 
stress compared with that in this machine. So 
intense is the pressure that the air eventually 
becomes a liquid. Just as steam may be dis- 
tilled into water, so may air under sufficient 
pressure become a liquid. The cyamid process 
puts on that pressure. 


Intense Cold Holds Liquid 


Having gone this far the problem arises as 
to how to do anything with this liquid after 
having secured it. The lid may not be taken 
off without blowing the top off the building. It 
was a problem as to how to go that lid off and 
retain the liquid air. The problem was finally 
solved. 

If the liquid air was reduced to a sufficiently 
low temperature it would have no desire to re 
turn to the vapor form. To be sure that tem- 
perature was such as to be a hundred or so 
times as cold as ice. But they made it that 
cold and the liquid air sat around in its pans 
quite nonchalantly. 


All liquids have their boiling points and these 
may be at quite different temperatures. Water, 
for instance, boils at 212, while alcohol boils at 
167. 
becoming a gas. Liquified air has its boiling 
point. I don’t know what it is, but it is hun- 
dreds of degrees below the freezing point of 
water. If it is kept below its boiling point it 
remains a liquid. If its temperature is raised 
to the boiling point it goes back to ordinary air. 

Alcohol and water mix readily. Having such 
a mixture it is comparatively easy to separate 
the two. All that is necessary is to raise the 
mixture to the temperature where alcohol boils 
but water does not. This temperature is 167. 
The alcohol passes off in vapor and may be re 
covered. The water remains behind. 

The same is true with liquid air. It is a mix- 
ture of two liquids, nitrogen and oxygen. Of the

Autocracy, Knowing Military De- 
feat Is Certain and Desiring to 
Save Itself From Complete Ruin 
in the Disaster, Will Strive to 
Split the Overwhelming Combi- 
nations Against It by Specious

G ww has lost the campaign of 1918, 


and with this loss has been joined the in- 

evitable extinction of the last chance to 
win a military victory, provided only that the 
great nations now in arms against the German 
and his minor allies remain as firmly united as 
they have been in the past. 

Germany escaped a defeat, which was plainly 
indicated after the close of the campaign of 1916, 
despite her Rumanian victories of that year, 
solely because Russia abandoned the struggle, 
and thus freed German hands. In 1917 the Rus- 
sian debacle enabled Germany to defeat British 
and French offensives, and in 1918 to undertake 
her own great offensive, which has just been 
wrecked at the Marne. 

If ene could conceive that, following the Rus- 
sian precedent, Germany should hereafter elim- 
inate Britain, France, the United States or Italy 
from the war she might be able to undertake a 
new offensive to win a military decision in the 
west with a reasonable prospect of victory, but 
apart from such a success she has no longer the 
numbers or the resources necessary for the task. 

We have had in this war three phases, which 
have been exactly alike and have led to the 
same results. In August and September, 1914, 
Germany undertook to eliminate France from the 
war by her. great offensive. Her strategy was 
based upon the theory that before Russia could 
intervene effectively either in East Prussia or 
against Austria, the German army could dispose 
of France and thereafter turn its attention to the 
reduction of Russia. The failure of the Marne 
entailed the decisive defeat of this strategy. The 
German army proved inadequate for its mighty 
task and French military power endured.

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Again, at Verdun, having beaten. Russia down 
and while Britain was still unready, Germany en- 
deavored to dispose of France. The problem was 
the same. The issues identical, and in this case it 
was Britain who played the role of Russia in 1914, 
and at the Somme began an offensive which de- 
prived Germany of all chance of realizing her 
Verdun purposes. For a second time the western 
line held and Germany was thrown back upon 
the defensive. 

We are just seeing the last phase of the third 
German effort. The revolution in Russia, care- 
fully guided by German agencies, had at last dis- 
posed of Russia in 1917. The United States could 
not effectively intervene in the first half of the 
campaign of 1918. Ludendorff had nearly six 
months ahead of him, as he calculated, more than 
six months as it then seemed, in which to dispose 
of Britain and France before Pershing’s army 
could turn the scale. And, as in 1914, the Marne 
campaign, and in 1916, before Verdun, the Ger- 
mans have come within an ace of success and 
have failed, only after brilliant preliminary tri- 
umphs. 

But again there has been a repetition of the 
Waterloo circumstances. The German Napoleon 
has sought three times to overwhelm the allied 
Wellington, Joffre, Petain and Foch in turn, but 
each time Blucher has arrived in time—the Rus- 
sians in 1914, the British in 1916 and ourselves in 
1918. As a result each grandoise attempt has 
failed at the moment when the German people 
and the German soldiers have not too rashly 
believed that victory was within plain sight. 


€ Opportunity Appeared Favorable | 


Now, going back to the former occasions, we 
see that the failure in the Marne campaign was 
followed by a transfer of German effort for near- 
ly a year and a half to the east front. Germany 
could not fight offensive campaigns on both sides, 
so she abandoned the west to settle matters in 
the east. When she came back to the west, in 
the Verdun campaign, she was too late. Britain 
was almost ready and France able to hold until 
Britain could begin. After the Verdun failure 
it was necessary to go west and south again. 
Russia having once more become dangerous and 
Rumania a fresh foe. 

But Russia definitely destroyed for military 
purposes, Rumania disposed of, the east at her 
feet, Germany came west again this spring. 

America was as unready, far more unready 
than Britain in the Verdun time. The chance to

dispose of the older enemies before the new 
one was on the field in troublesome numbers was 
unmistakable. The battles of Picardy, Flanders 
and the Aisne seemed to promise the ultimate vic- 
tory, just as Médorhange, Charleroi and Mons 
seemed to promise it in 1914. The most optimistic 
allied observer could not deny that Germany 
had a fresh opportunity to gain a decision on the 
continental battlefield the moment it was dis- 
closed that the Germans had devised a system of 
battle tactics which abolished the value of trench 
systems as their heavy guns had abolished the 
value of forts nearly four years before. The par- 
allel was again striking, but fortunately the end 
was ‘the same. 


Expected Peace Proposal a 


Now it is one thing to say that Germany has 
lost the chance to win a military decision in this 
war and another to say she has lost the war. Still 
a third statement is the declaration that we, the 


nations which are allied against Germany, have 
won the struggle. This last is empha not 
the case. Nor is it true that Germany has lost 
the war. She has lost the chance of winning 
it on the battlefield; she has other methods, and 
they are bound to be used now to the uttermost. 

Germany was beaten in 1916, at the close of the 
campaign of that year, and she knew it. Accord- 
ingly, the Kaiser proposed peace, not because he 
desired peace, not because his proposal was in- 
tended to be the basis of a settlement on an hon- 
orable and possible basis, but because he reckoned 
that a proposal of peace might disarm his foes 
and accomplish what his armies had failed to 
bring about, namely, a real German victory. 

His calculations were amazingly correct. His 
peace proposals threw his foes into confusion, 
ultimately led to Russia’s collapse, temporarily 
brought Italy to the point of seeming impotence 
and enabled the German army to enter the cam- 
paign of 1918 with a new chance to acquire a mil- 
itary decision. 

Beyond all doubt the Kaiser will now repeat 
his strategy of 1916 and we shall have a new pro- 
posal of peace within a brief time, probably the 
moment that some considerable but relatively un- 
important German success, such as still remains 
possible, tends to give a temporary lie to the facts 
in the German military situation in the west. 
There will then be a frank declaration, such a 
declaration as Kuehlmann made the other day, 
that no military decision is possible. Both sides 
have made the try; both sides have made at least 
three tremendous failures; therefore, the Ger- 
mans will reason a military decision is impossible 
and peace by negotiation is the only way out of 
a situation which is bringing about the bank- 


ruptcy of civilization.

When this situation develops, it is essential for 
every allied observer to remember that Paris is 
once more in danger, for the German will be 
seeking by the most ingenious and sustained ef- 
fort to win the French nation into making « sepa- 
rate peace, a peace which will be as attractive, in 
German propaganda, as that “peace without in- 
demnities or annexations” which lured Russia to 
ruin at Brest-Litovsk. Not less appealing bait 
will be held out to Italy, like France invaded and 
far more than France exposed to internal dangers 
of-a disruptive sort.

"Women all over the country will cele- 
brate on Aug. 13 the one-hundredth birth- 
day-of Lucy Btone. 

A Massachusetts farmer's daughter, she 
‘has been called “the morning star of the 
woman's rights movement.” She began 
her public work for equal suffrage five 
years before Busan B. Anthony, and lec- 
tured all up and down the land to im- 
menese audiences, drawn by curiosity to 
see such a novelty as a woman speaker. 
She met ridicule and opposition, but large- 
ly @isarmed it by her sweet voice, her 
womanly gentleness and her almost magi- 
cal eloquence. 

When she was born, there were no free 
public high schools for girls; they were 
not admitted to college, or to the profes- 
sions. Public opinion forbade women to 
speak,. ridiculed them if they wrote for 
publication, and limited them to a very 
few ill-paid occupations. 

There were almost no women's organ- 
izations. In her girlhood it was thought 
wnwomanly even to join a temperance so- 
siety, and the Anti-Slavery Association was 
split in two because a woman was ap- 

ted on a committee. All a wife's prop- 
and earnings belonged to her hus- 
band. In most states he had the legal 
right to beat her, provided the stick were 
ne thicker than his thumb. 

The world for women has been revo- 
lutionited, largely through the efforts of 
Lacy Stone and her co-workers. She was 
the first husetts woman to take a 
college degree (at Oberlin, O., in 1847.) 
Her husband's sister, Elizabeth Blackwell, 
was the first woman to take a medical de- 
aree (in 1849), and when she started prac- 
tiee In New York City she had to buy a 
house, because no respectable boarding 
house would take in a woman doctor. An- 


Biackwell, D. D., was the first woman to 
be ordained a minister (in 18563.) Now the 
Census shows more than 5000 
women re and more than 3000 wom- 
en ministers and preachers; while the

Texas and Georgia are trying to put a stop to 
lynching. The Texas plan is to pay rewards for 
convictions. The Georgia way is to take the 
Sheriff's job from him if he allows anybody to be 
lynched in his bailiwick. The Texas plan is the 
most expensive, but the Georgia way is sure to 
prove the most effective. 

The open-handed Texans propose to end lynch- 
ing and mob violence not only in Texas, but 
“within the bounds of continental United States.” 
The idea is to raise a fund of $100,000, to be main- 
tained for five years, to combat and punish lynch- 
ing and mob violence. A-reward of $100 is to be 
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‘paid to each person directly responsible for the |

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DROUTH FARM LOANS. 

Few actions taken by the Federal Government 
as war measures have caused so much satisfac- 
tion among farmers as that by which $5,000,000 
is made available for loans to farmers in the 
wheat growing sections of the country which 
have been so seriously affected by the drouths of 
the last two or three years. This act appeals not 
only to those farmers who will be helped by this 
fund, but to all farmers—for they see in this 
move a tendency on the part of the Government 
to meet and overcome the calamities that may 
visit any section. 

An unexpected feature of the loan bill is that 
when a farmer is granted 4 loan to insure the 
seeding of his acres for next year, he will be 
given expert advice as to what he should plant.

NEW AND STOLEN AUTOMOBILES. 

T would gratify most of us, now that automobile 
manufacturing has been declared an unessential, 
if thievery in automobiles and their parts might 

be restrained by a similar ruling. True, it would be a 
great hardship to those in that business and would 


inconvenience the considerable element which af- 
fords the market for stolen automobiles, tires, and 
whatever can be pried loose. What the proportions 
of this industry must be one can easily guess from the 
quantity of stuff stolen. It is all bought and used 
somewhere. Do the police know what the under- 
ground channels in this traffic are? Well, one can- 
not believe that they could be about as much as they 
are and not know something of it. The other night 
the demand for stolen machines became so pressing 
that the thieves had to steal nine new Fords out of 
the second-story of the local assembling plant. They 
couldn’t wait until they had been used. Oustomers 
wanted to be off on their summer trips, and the or- 
ders had to be filled. Business underneath is just as 
snappy in the automobile business as it is on top. A 
man wha goes to a good many country towns in this 
part of the country said the other day that stopping 
the manufacture of cars would not work anything 
like the hardship among the rich people of big cities 
that stopping the traffic in stolen cars would work 
on the honest masses in some small towns. He said 
he had seen cars standing on the town square that 
anybody could guess to have been stolen, yet the 
salesman was just as briskly and openly working on 
prospective customers as if his grandmother had left 
him the machines and he had more than he wanted. 
The trouble with automobile thefts is that it is to 
almost nobody’s interest to have them stopped. The 
owner is in most cases ahead on the insurance. The 
insurance company likes to have the thieving lively 
to keep up the insurance business. Who, then, cares 
a whoop outdoors? On the other hand, the industry 
gives employment to a great many people, and oodles 
of others depend upon stolen stuff at one-fourth 
the original cost to keep automobiling. Figure it 
yourself a bit and see if it is any wonder!

sives. Also there is carbolic acid, 
which the indiscriminating use for 
purposes of suicide and which enters 
into the French scheme of explosive 
manufacture. Finally there is toluol 
for our shells.

With the demand) 
for toluol so great, it has developed | 
very rapidly during the past year. |

‘burn, slowly, somewhat as lard might 
burn. The handful would require 
five minutes in being consumed. 

If you would like to try some fur- 
ther experiments with this deadliest 
of materials you might put some of 
it on an anvil and hammer it. It 
would not explode. Nothing at all 
would happen. You might fire a re- 
volver into a sack of it without get- 
ting results. Under normal circum- 
stances it is a stable sort of material. 
That is one reason why it is so handy 
(as an explosive. It is a comparative- 
ly safe material with which to work.

As an illustration of the magnitude 
of the industry based upon it a re- 
cent statement from the Ordnance 
Bureau may be quoted.

In these shells the T. N. T. is con- | 
fined under pressure. This detail 
changes its whole nature.

These soldiers, former national guardsmen, 
were largely of families bearing German names.

Our soldiers bought post cards and 
chocolates and went happy to bed. 


The soldiers slept in a German barracks, well 
made and fairly clean, while officers were bil- 
leted in hotels or private houses. The billeting 
officer carried on all his negotiations in German, 
and listening to the conversations one would 
never have suspected that these men were mov-

he line. The day of June 19 was one of those 
gay occasions which tempers the bitterness of 
war. It was a pay day, the first in three months 
It was a beautiful day of sun and high, fresh airé 
blowing from the pine trees, and all about rose the 
mountains in which we were to meet the foe. 
Every man was told to sleep as much as he could 
/ during the day, to prepare for a hard night march, 
but so far as I know, nobody slept, for there were 
the shops of the town to visit, the mountains to 
admire and the blonde-haired girls to converse 
with in German. 

At 8 p. m. there was inspection by companies 
of the packs, helmets, gas masks, rifles, and all 
the equipment which goes to make up the 65 
pounds of a soldier’s burden. Every man had 
overweight, what with chocolate, little round 
cheeses and souvenirs of the region. 

At 9 p. m. the column started for the high hills, 
swinging like tried fighting men along the street, 
while townspeople and French soldiers lined the 
roadside to cheer for the Americans. 

The memory of Madelon will not soon fade, 
but in the 500th the recollection of that night 
march can never die. Years hence, when they 
gather together to talk of battles and forgotten 
wars, old men will say: “But that night hike 
from Madelon to Worn—say, there never was 
anything else like that.” 

For nine miles it was a perfect road, with a gen- 
tle down grade. There was 25 minutes of an 
easy route marching stride, with five minutes 
rest afterward. Then repeat. Then came the 
foot of the hill, that hill of fame where the 500th 
was first to show its strength.

Our regiment had 
casualties, and we are very tired. We 
ht the full brunt of the first 
of the Hun.

Our Colo- 
nel was killed or captured, we do 
not/know which. The flag of our 
regiment has been decorated for gal- 
lantry by the commanding General. 
We desire to refill our ranks and re- 
our strength, and go back to the 
line where the war will be won 
or lost.

_ The French Captain was a hand- 
some man of 35, whose tunic was 
usually more or less unbuttoned,

Trench Like Fortified Staircase. 

The 224 of June was a strange 
summer day to the boys whose rec- 
oliection of summer days has to do

Ycu 
call my attention to certain state- 
ments made on behalf of Senator 
Vardaman, in which an effort is 
made to create the impression that 
I would not regard the return of 
Senator Vardaman to the senate as 
a verdict against the present admin- 
istration.

U.S. TROOPS OLD 
FISMETTE AGAINS! 
DESPERATE ATTAGK 


Germans Strive by Airplanes, 
Artillery and Infantry to 
Dislodge Americans From 
Positions North of Vesle. 


GLASS-BALL SHRAPNEL 
USED FOR FIRST TIME 


Allies Also Fight Off Several 
Vicious Attacks in the 
Neighborhood of Bazoches 
—Artillery Action Heavy. 


By the Associated Press. 

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
ON THE VESLE FRONT, Aug. 10. 
—In attempting to dislodge the 
French and the Americans from po- 
sitions from north of the Vesle River 
on both sides of Fismes, the Ger- 
mans launched repeated counter at- 
tacks, which began just before dark 
Friday night and continued until 
Saturday morning. There was des- 
perate fighting in the region of Fis- 
mette, where the German attacks 
were repulsed by the Americans, 
who were clinging to the outskirts 
of the village. 

In the region of Bozaches the Ger- 
mans made several vicious attacks, 
but the’ allies successfully fought 
them off. 

Germans Attack With Airplanes. 

The Germans began with airplane 
attacks, the aviators attempting to 
bomb infantrymen north of the Vesle 
and bridges over which other troops 
were passing. French and American 
anti-aircraft guns beat off the Ger- 
man flyers, however. 

Just after dark the Germans 
launched an artillery attack. which 
steadily increased in violence until 
nearly daylight when the Franco- 
Americans counter attacked with 
such force that the Germans were 
+ ag to lessen the violence of their 
ire. 

During the night the Germans at- 
tacked Fismette three times and once 
after daylight Saturday. 

From the region southeast of 
Braisne to Fismes the Franco-Amer- 
icans put down such a terriffic bar- 
rage that the Germans were stopped. 
Saturday morning the Teutons start- 
ed another attack along the same 
line, but( heavy artillery quickly 
checked this assault. The enemy 
used much gas in attempting to dis- 
lodge the Americans from Fismette. 
Infantrymen plentifully supplied 
with machine guns also made futile 
attacks. 

Germans Use “Glass Ball” Shrapnel. 

The Americans discovered Satur- 
day that the Germans in counter at- 
tacking Friday night and Saturday 
morning used “glass ball” shrapnel 
containing stones of a marble shape, 
some of them a half inch in diame- 
ter and others three-fifths of an 
inch. American officers said that 
this was their first acquaintance 
with shrapnel of this nature. 

A peculiar wound inflicted on an 
American soldier led to the discove. y 
that the Germans were using glass 
missiles. The French and the Amer- 
icans made a search of the district 
along the Vesle and found one unex- 
ploded shell, and it has been turned 
over to the ordnance experts for ex- 
amination. 


How U. S&S. Troops Captured Fismettc 
in Hard Fight. 
By the Associated Press. 
WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 


ON THE VESLE FRONT, Aug. 9 
(7:30 p. m.).—Three vicious but in- 
effectual thrusts were made last 
night and today by the Germans 


against the line west of Rheims. The 
net result was a smart repulse by 
the French, against whom the most 
determined attack was made, and 
the inclusion of the northern suburb 
of Fismes (village of Fismette) in 
the American line, in addition to 
about 100 prisoners.

INTO BATTLE; 
RETIRING IN CONFUSION 


KEEP ENEMY 


With the British They 


Advance Beyond Their 


Objectives North of Somme, Smashing Germans 
on all Sides—French Capture Montdidier. 


By the Associated Press. 

WITH THE BRITISH ARMY IN 
FRANCE, Aug. 10.—The French at- 
tack today resulted in the taking of 
Montdidier. This movement is con- 
sidered as most significant as the al- 
lies have now penetrated far into the 
enemy lines in the Amiens district. 
The Germans are retreating rapidly 
out of the pocket of which Mort- 
didier was the apex. 

The Americans and British have 
now advanced beyond their objcec- 
tives north of the Somme. The whole 
of the Chipilly spur is in their pos- 
session after fighting of the most des- 
perate character. 

The casualties of the Americans 
were not more than was to be er. 
pected, considering the bitterness of 
the fighting. 

Americans Run to Get Into Fight. 

Details of the brilliant battle 
which the Americans and British 
fought for the spur are now avail- 
able. In order to go over the top 
at the appointed time yesterday aft- 
ernoon, the Americans were forced 
to make a rapid march, in the last 
part of which they ran, so as to be 
in the fight. 

Hurried on their way by the ad- 
vancing British, French and Ameri- 
can troops on the Amiens-Somme 
battlefield, the Germans throughout 
the day retired all along the line, 
attempting to save whatever they 
could as the French launched a new 
attack on’ Montdidier. 

The elements of the German divi- 
sions bécame badly cénfused in their 
operations through trying to hold up 
the allies in their several: attacks. 
It was a victorious day for the al- 
lies, who smashed all the German re- 
sistance. 

The American attack the German 
infantry held for a while and then 
broke and the Americans kept going, 
at some places without the assistance 
of the tanks. The ground, pitted 
with deep gullies, was unsuited for 
tank warfare. 

Enemy Located by Smoke. 

There were no trenches, but a 
thin smoke screen blowing across 
the ground indicated where the en- 
emy's positions lay. The German 
artillery became active and dropped 
shells in the direction of the Ameri- 
can troops, which inflicted a few 
casualties. The Americans, how- 
ever; ran on and reached the smoke 
line just as it lifted. There they 
found themselves at grips with the 
enemy. 

Meanwhile certain American units 


had reached positions tn front of a 
wood when the Germans opened fire 
with machine guns. Many of these 
enemy machine gunners came up 
from deep dugouts after the Ameri- 
can barrage had ceased, and they 
placed their guns in prepared pits. 
The Americans faced a hail of bul- 
lets here. 

Evidence of Further Retreat. 

The Germans continued to fire 
until the Americans and English put 
them out of action. 

North of the Somme, and also 
‘south of it, the Germans are show- 
ing every sign of a rapid retreat. 
| Most of the shells that came over 
ifrom the batteries today were of 
|small caliber and fired at extreme- 
ly long range, showing that the en- 
jemy probably was removing his 
heavier pieces for a further retire- 
‘ment. The allied forces, who every- 
‘where today advanced their lines, 
moved their artillery along with 
them. 

There was further cheer in the re- 
port that reached here late today re- 
vealing that the French had start- 
ed another movement that resulted 
in the taking of Montidier. In that 
region, too, the Germans made prep- 
arations for the withdrawal that 
military observers confidently had 
expected. 


Destroying His Stores. 

The enemy continues to destroy 
his stores of munitions in various 
localities along the battle front, as 
iz the practice of a beaten army. 

Further successes east of Mont- 
didier would iron out the whole sec- 
tor north to Lihons and result in 
the freeing of a great territory from 
the Germans and wresting from them 
much of the gains that resulted from 
the enemy's spring offensive. In ad- 
dition, a forward movement would 
take from the invaders the bountifu. 
crops that they have been cultivating 
inside their lines and which now are 
ready to harvest. 

Many more prisoners have been 
taken during the operations of the 
last 24 hours, among them troops 
from at least four new divisions that 
were hurled in north of the Somme, 
Apparently the enemy has rushed in 
new troops from wherever they 
could be obtained, for among the 
prisoners are some from reserve bat- 
talions of divisions located far to the 
north. This would indicate that con- 
siderable. confusion prevails among 
Crown Prince Rupprecht’s forces as 


a result of the unexpected allied as- 
saults and their continued success.

BERLIN, via London, Aug. 10.— 
“In the center of the battle front 
the enemy has gained ground beyond 
Rosieres and Hangest,” says the offi- 
cial communication from general 
headquarters tonight. 

“Our counter attacks brought him 
to a standstill west of Lihens and 
east of the Rosieres-Arvillers line.” 

“During the night we withdrew 
our troops fighting on the Avre and 
on Don Brook to the rear lines east 
of Montdidier. Southeast of Mont- 
didier we repulsed strong partial at- 
tacks of the French. We shot down 
32 airplanes over the battlefield.” 

“There has been lively activity 
on the part of the enemy between 
the Yser and the Ancre. At many 
points on this front the enemy 
launched thrust and partial attacks 
which were repulsed before our lines 
in hand to hand fighting. 

“Yesterday the British and 
French, bringing strong reserves 
into action, continued their attacks 
on the whole battle front between 
the Ancre and the Avre. 

“Both sides of the Somme and 
astride the Fouaucourt-Villers-Bre- 
tonne road, we threw the enemy 
back by counter attacks. He suf- 
fered heavy losses here.” 


MALVY, EXILED MINISTER OF 
FRANCE, GOES TO IRUN, SPAIN 


Protests Judgment, but Says He 
Obeys, So as Not to Distract 
Nation.

PARIS, Aug. 10.—Louis J. Malvy, 
exiled former Minister of the Inte- 
rior, left Paris tonight for Irun, a 
town in Spain near the French fron- 
tier. Before his departure he ad- 
dressed a letter to President Descha- 
mel of the Chamber of Deputies pro- 
testing against the judgment of the 
high court. He obeys the order of 
banishment, he says, at this grave 
hour, when the future of the coun- 
try is at stake to save the nation 
from being distracted by an agita- 
tion in his behalf.

Our ma- 
chines assisted the tank crews with 
information, attacked strong points 
and other opposition with bombs and 
machine-gun fire, and by dropping 
smoke bombs along the line of their 
advance assisted to conceal the ap- 
proach of the tanks from the enemy 

“Our contact machines, working 
with the cavalry, rendered valuable 
service. Flying low in front of our 
advancing line, our fighting squad- 
rons shot at and bombed the enemy 
in his retreat, causing havoc among 
the masses of hostile troops and 
transportation roads congested with 
traffic. 

“Our bombing squadrons, flying a 
few hundred feet from the ground, 
attacked trains, railway junctions 
and bridges. 

“Forty-eight hostile machines are 
reported destroyed by our air- 
planes and 17 others were driven 
down out of control. Five hostile 
ballons were shot down in flames. 

British Machines Missing. 

“Fifty of our own machines are 
missing, most of these casualties be- 
ing due to fire from the ground.

NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—The Ger- 
man defeat between the Somme and 
the Oise has already attained the 
proportions of a great military dis- 
aster. Within three days Marshal 
Foch’s second blow has dislocated 
more than a hundred miles of Ger- 
man front, the entire line from Ar- 
ras to Rheims is endangered and 
there ‘is every reason to believe the 
German withdrawal will at the best 
reach the old Hindenburg line from 
which Hutier delivered his success- 
ful attack of March 25. 

As a consequence of British and 
French advances already reported, 
the Germans are bound to lose most, 
if not all, of the ground gained in 
their March offensive. Amiens has 
been relieved, the Paris-Calais Rail- 
road opened and more than these 
things, the threat to Paris which 
the Noyon salient constituted, has 
been abolished. 

Picardy Trap Worked. 

The Picardy offensive in its incep- 
tion achieved the sucecss that was 
denied to Mangin before Soissons. 
After the first day of the second bat- 
tle of the Marne the deadly thrust 
of the Franco-American forces was 
stopped above Soissons and the 
check enabled Ludendorff to draw 
his beaten armies out of the peril- 


the later thrust has not been 
checked and the Germans west of 
the great bend of the Somme from 
Peronne to Ham are in ever-growing 
danger. 

The simplest possible explanation 
of what has now happened in Picar- 
dy is supplied by a comparison of the 
Marne fighting with the present 
struggle along the Somme in Picar- 
dy. ‘ In the latter field the Germans 
occupied a picket between Nayon 
and Albert about equal in size, in 
all dimensions, as the more familiar 
Marne salient. It pointed west, not 
south, but otherwise the resemblance 
was striking and the ruined town of 
Roye was the center of communica- 
tions, as Fere-En-Tardenoos had 
been in the Marne salient. 

Foch’s Purpose. 

The purpose of Foch in the pres- 
ent strike was simple, it was not de- 
signed like his Marne blow to stop a 
German attack, it was an offensive, 
not a counter offerisive, but other-. 
wise the purpose was the same, to 
strike at the neck of the salient, to 
narrow that neck, compelling the 
Germans to retire out of the salient 
if they could, but if possible to beat 
through and close this neck between 
them, thus producing that “ring of 
fire’’ so much discussed in the Marne 
offensive. 

Now in the first thrée days, the 
Somme operation has far surpassed 
that of the Marne, not merely in 
prisoners and guns captured, but 
also in progress toward closing the 
neck of the salient. The distance be- 
tween Chaulnes, newly reported 
taken, and the other side of the sali- 
ient at Noyon, is much less than 20 
miles and all the important highways 
and railways are near Chaulnes, not 
Noyon. 

The occupation of Chaulnes par- 
alyzes all the railway lines within 
the co'lapsing salient. The Ger- 
mans who are east of a line from 
Chaulnes to Noyon are in a desper- 
ate situation. They may escape, but 
they will have to leave behind them 
their guns and munitions. No safe- 
ty exists for them until they are 
well east of the closing British pin- 


cers. 
Defense. 

The German high command must 
now be straining every nerve to or- 
ganize a temporary defense of the 
east bank of the Somme between Pe- 
ronne and Ham, as they temporarily 
defended the north bank of the 
Ourcq in the Marne salient, but the 
chances of a long stand are slight, 
given the increased British pressure 
north of the Somme. — 
The main fact to bear in mind 
now is that for the first time in the 
war our allies have actually broken 
through all the German system of 
defense and on the third day are 
still advancing at a rapid pace. 
This is what Von Hutier did in 
March and Yon Boehm in May on 
the Somme and the Aisne, respect- 
ively, in each case the result was a 
sweep forward of more than 30 miles 
before the allies could recover their 
balance. 
What has happened is much like 
the consequences of a successful 
break through by a back running 
with the ball in a football game.

1S. WAR PRISONERS 
T0 BE KEPT IN FRANCE 


“Stars and Stripes” Publishes 
Rules Governing Conduct 
of Captured Foes. 


The report that German prisoners, 
taken by the American army, are to 
be sent to the United States on re- 
turning transports, is denied in a 
recent issue of “The Stars and 
Stripes,”’ official newgpaper of the 
American Expeditionary Force in 
France. 

“The present policy is to keep 
them in France,’ the paper says. 
“The large permanent prison camps, 
or prisoner of war enclosures (P. W. 
E.'s) have been instituted. In addi- 
tion, there are divisional P. W. E.’s 
where combatant troops will deliver 
their hauls, and other central en- 
closu 

“The old rule forbidding conver- 
sation with prisoners is still in force, 
with the added emphasis that no 
person in the A. E. F., except those 
on the staffs of divisions, corps or 
armies, or their representatives. and 
the escort actually on duty, will be 
allowed to enter any part ofa P. W. 
BE. However, prisoners who may be 
required by the General Staff, A. E. 
F., for special examination, will be 
sent to G. H. Q. at the staff's request, 
and returned to their proper camps 
as £oon as practicable. 

“A Prisoners of War Information 
Bureau has been formed It is 
charged with receiving all reports 
and maintaining all records concern- 
ing prisoners, with keeping up to 
date all information regarding cap- 
tures, internments, transfers, re- 
leases, exchanges, escapes, admission 
to hospital and deaths. An individual 
return will be made out for each 
prisoner of war, giving all details as 
to his case. 

“The bureau will reply to all in- 
quiries about prisoners, keep all their 
personal effects and money for 
them, censor their mail, receive and 
keep their wills, and keep up their 
paw record, for an “allocation of 
pay’’ will be allowed to prisoners for 
each day's labor. This will be hand- 
ed over in some form of token or 
scrip by the Q. M., in order that it 
may be used only at the prisoners’ 
canteen, and may not be of use, say, 
in effecting an escape. 

“All prisoners of war, with the ex- 
ception of officers, will be required 
to work. It is stipulated that the 
labor exacted shall not be excessive, 
but it is also laid down that their 
own welfare requires that they be 
well employed. They will be subject 
to the same discipline as is in force 
in the United States army, and will 
be under the general control of the 
Provost Marshal-General. Any pun- 
ishments that may be meted out to 
them will be only those that could 
lawfully be inflicted on our own 


“Welfare work among prisoners 
will be carried on under the auspices 
of regularly constituted relief socie- 
ties, and, in order to be sure that 
they are getting a square deal, per- 
mission will be granted to the mem- 
bers of neutral diplomatic corps to 
visit and inspect all of the A. E. F.’s 
prison camps. On the occasion of 
those visits, the prisoners will have 
opportunity to talk to the neutra) 
delegates out of hearing of any of 
their American captors. 

“In short, as the order covering 
the subject of prisoners puts it: 
‘They will be accorded every consid- 
eration dictated by the principles of 
humanity. The behavior of a gen- 
erous and chivalrous people toward 
enemy prisoners of war will be punc- 
tililously observed. 

“*There will be no departure from 


this fixed rule or conduct, unless the 
enemy, by the mistreatment of Amer- 


ican prisoners in his hands, makes 
it necessary.’ ”

50,000 TO 60,000 
GERMANS CAPTURED, 
LLOYD GEORGE SAYS 


Gives Americans Credit for Help 
—No Trouble to Get Men for 
Army Now, He Declares. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Aug. 10, via Montreal.— 
Speaking at a luncheon today at 
Nowport, Monmouthshire, Premier 
Lloyd George emphasized the im- 
portance of the pushing back of the 
Germans from within gun range of 
the Amiens railway. 

“Hundreds of trains used to pass 
through Amiens daily,”’ the Premier 
said, “but we were temporarily de- 
prived of its use until recently, when 
we were able to employ 20 trains 
daily. 

“Amiens is now safe through the 
recent allied triumphs on the Marne 
and the Somme, which were due to 
the unity of command. Those two 
great victories have resulted in the 
capture of between 560,000 and 60,- 
000 prisoners and between 800 and 
300 guns.” 

“The victory was due,” said the 
Premier, “to the brilliant quality of 
our troops, assisted by the French, 
and, I am now glad to say, also, by 
American troops.” 

The great supply of ammunition 
had been a factor in dealing with 
the situation, he said, but one of the 
greatest was the combined com- 
mand. 

“But it isn’t over yet,” he contin- 
ued. “The country has got to de- 
pend on its resolution. What the 
country wants is a good, steady 
heart, free from excitement, not an 
intermitten or irregular heart, but 
one of steady blows, and if we keep 
that I believe we will win.” 

The Premier, referring to some 
domestic difficulties that have to be 
met, said that after March 21 all the 
difficulties of finding men for the 
army had vanished like mist. 

“The difficulty now is to stop the 


men from coming forward from the | 


mines and the muntion works,” he 
asserted. “One of the things which 
contributed to this week's success is 
the use of tanks, and the men came 
out of the works where these are 
made, and when asked to produce 
more said: “We are going to fight.

FOOD FAVORS TO BERLIN START 
A CONTROVERSY IN GERMANY 


Bavaria, Saxony and Even Prussia 
Object to Supplementary Ra- 
tion Granted Capital.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—A bit- 
ter newspaper controversy has arisen 
in Germany over the distribution of 
food, according to an official dis- 
patch today from Switzerland. The 
discussion arose from the granting 
to the population of Berlin a sup- 
plementary ration of 50 grammes, 
and this has provoked keen discon- 
tent not only in Bavaria and Saxony, 
but even in Prussia and, above all, 
in agricultural districts, 

The Berlin Morgenport says: “The 
enemy is following with intense in- 
terest the success of the starvation 
war that was brought against us. Do 
not let us give him the pleasure of 
proving that a mouthful of bread 
more suffices to mobilize Bavaria 
and Saxony against Berlin and that 
Bavaria and Saxony can even find 
allies in Prussia against the capi- 
tal of the kingdom. Is it really 
necessary to provide such a spectacle 
for the enemy and to thus supply 
his own mill with water, as it were? 
It is encouraging him to continue the 
war of starvation and to tighten the 
blockade.”

Milk at Cost. 

The groceries, Schmoll said, would 
handle the milk practically at cost, 
but purchasers would probably be re- 
quired to come for the milk at an 
early hour, in order that the gro- 
ceries might not be put to the ex- 
pense of icing the milk, and that 
they might be free to attend to tho 
other lines of their business for the 
rest of the day. P

ST. LOUISANS NEAR

Incident of a Pastry Wagon, 
Heavily Shelled—Men Ate 
Contents Then “Beat It” 
From Transport. 


The campaign of the Salvation 
Army to raise $75,000 in St. Louis 
this week was commenced with a 
parade and mass meeting at Twelfth 
and Olive streets, at noon yesterday, 
followed by a mass meeting at the 
Municipal Theater, in Forest Park, 
last night. Adjt. R. C. Starbord, whe 
has just returned from the trenches 


in France, was the principal speaker 
at both meetings. 

Holding the “pie and doughnut 
line” is the main job of the Salva: 
tion Army in France, he said. “The 
organization has made it possible for 
500,000 young Americans, 3000 miles 
from home, to get their dessert regu- 
larly, he said. 

Adjt. Starbord explained that the 
first Salvation Army workers wer: 
to France as ambulance drivers. 
When the Red Cross was made part 
of the army, Gen. Pershing advised 
the Salvation Army men to devote 
themselves to keeping up the morale 
of the soldiers. 

He said that the first hut estab- 
lished was where the Eighteenth In- 
fantry was stationed, in the Toul sec- 
tor. It will be remembered that the 
Eighteenth is a regular army regi- 
ment which was filled to war 
strength with recruits from St. Louis, 
and a number of St. Louisans in the 
regiment have been killed. 

The first day the hut was up a 
German shell removed a corner of 
it, and the next day another corner, 
he said. Then quarters were estab- 
lished in a dugout. All the pies and 
doughnuts are made less than three 
miles behind the front lines, and are 
cooked over gasoline stoves, as 
smoke would attract German fire. 

Pie Wagon Shelled. 

He related an incident of a “pie 
wagon,” as the soldiers call them, 
getting stuck in the mud as it went 
toward the front lines one night. 
When morning came the Germans 
started dropping shells around it, 
and there was a call for volunteers to 
get it out. 

The “pie wagon,” which was a 
large truck, was loaded with pies 
and doughnuts. A whole company 
volunteered, and 4 were selected. It 
was noticed, at headquarters, Adjt. 
Starboard said, that the men clus- 
tered around the truck for a while, 
and then started back. 

They explained when they re- 
turned, he said, that they first “re- 
moved the load, so they could move 
the truck. Then they had their 
hands so full of pastry that they 
couldn’t work. So they had to eat 
the pastry to get it out of the way, 
and by that time the shells were 
coming so fast they had to beat it.” 

He said that one of them added: 
‘There's lots of transports, anyhow, 
but there are mighty few pies ard 
doughnuts.” 

Salvation Army workers creep 
into the front trenches all through 
the night, distributing hot coffee and 
cocoa to the men on guard, he said. 

At the night meeting, which was 
attended by about 1500 persons, Ad- 
jutant Starboard repeated atrocity 
stories which he heard in France. 
One story was that a French woman 
was ordered to report at German 
headquarters. She. refused, on the 
ground that two of her children, a 
boy and girl, about 6 or 7 years old, 
were sick. Whereupon, the story 
went, the German impaled both chil- 
dren on his bayonet, telling her that 
she could go then, as her children 
would need no more attention. 

According to the version, the 
mother was then mutilated by the 
soldier, and became insane. He said 
he saw a demented woman, who was 
pointed out as the one referred to. 

Another story was that an 80-year- 
old French woman was mutilated by 
a German soldier. The speaker said 
he saw this woman. 

A third story was about a case of 
a Belgian baby being impaled on a 
bayonet and carried through the 
streets, after its mother had been 
killed. Adjutant Starboard said he 
saw the father of this child, who had 
38 scars he had received in battles. 
He said the Belgian had refused a4 
post as military instructor in this 
country, becapse he wanted to stay 
in France and fight. 

Adjutant Starboard said a German 
prisoner told him the German sol- 
diers committed such atrocities be- 
cause their officers told them there 
would be another war in 20 years, 
and that the more women and chil- 
dren who were mutilated, the fewer 
enemy soldiers would be reared.

—|GERMAN OFFICERS __| BRITISH SUCCESS 
SLAIN IN ATTACK DUE TO FOG, SAY 
OF ARMORED CAR| BERLIN DISPATCHES 


AMSTERDAM, Aug. 10.—The An- 
glo-French successes are attributed 
to their surprise attacks and the 
presence of a thick fog over the bat- 
tlefield, according to a Berlin tele- 
gram received here quoting a sen:!- 
official German news agency. 

“Notwithstanding the exceedingly 
favorable ground for the movement 
of great masses of troops and the 
operation of tanks, the initial suc- 
cess of the Anglo-French armies un- 
der Field Marshal Haig have not sur- 
passed the limits which usually re- 
sult from a first day's offensive,’ 
the agency declares. 

“A certain loss in guns and pris- 
oners in such circumstances is un- 
avoidable, but the enemy has not 
reached any of his strategic goals. 
His gain of ground is the less im- 
portant because it comprises no con- 
solidated system of defense, but was 
maneuvering ground, where the 
fighting which started March 21 cas 
not yet come to a conclusion. 

Another semil-official utterance 
telegraphed from Berlin says Field

The bombardment of positions held 
by L Company, 138th (St. Louis) In- 
fantry, in the Vosges Mountains, on 


July 11, resulted in the death of 
six members of the company and the 
wounding of several others, accord- 
ing to a letter received from Capt. 
Clarence J. Sodemann of 3614 Con- 
necticut street, commanding the com- 
pany, who describes the action. 

Only three deaths in L Company 
have been officially reported by the 
War Department. They were those 
of Private Clifford A. Beard of 19560 
Sidney street, Private Tim Moriarity 
of 418 East Marceau, street and Pri- 
vate Richard Kopplin Jr. of 6515 
Ridge avenue, Webster Groves. Sev- 
eral have been reported wounded, in- 
cluding Lieut. George A. Bilsbarrow. 
An account of the bombardment 
was printed in the Post-Dispatch ex- 
clusively last Monday. It was in re- 
taliation for the successful raid car- 
ried out by H Company against Ger- 
man positions, July 6, and appar- 
ently was intended as preparation for 
a raid by the Germans. However, 
the American artillery countered s» 
violently that the enemy did not 
leave their trenches. 

Barrage Fire for an Hour. 

In describing the bombardment. 
Capt. Sodemann, a few hours later, 
wrote: 

“Last night the boche started a 
barrage of 200-pounders on our 
trenches at 3 in the morning, and 
played his artillery for about an 
hour. This is always indicative of a 
raid, and as eoon as his barrage lift- 
ed we were in our posts waiting for 
him. However, our own artillery 
was notified as soon as boche started, 
and the air was whistling with shells 
and shrapnel. Something new to 


aircraft in pursuit of the enemy is 
also remarked. The services thev 
rendered obviously were of the ut- 
most military value. They flew at a 
height of only a few hundred feet, 
bombing trains, railway junctions 
and bridges. 

Nowhere is any attermpt made to 
disguise the fact that a German ef- 
fort to retrieve the losses is inev- 
itable. 

“The enemy’s difficulty is desper- 
ate,”’ says the Daily Telegraph, “and 
will be desperately met. It must be 
assumed that a struggle of the dead- 
liest character will ensue as soon as 
the necessary troops can be brought 
to meet our advance.” 

Meanwhile, the commentators hold 
that there is every reason for sat- 
isfaction, and regard the outlook as 
never more promising for the allies 
since the war began.

France, has been received from one 
of the nurses in the unit by her par- 
ents in St. Louis. Her account of the 
observance is as follows: 

“The great and glorious Fourth 
was worthy of its name this year. It 
was a memorable day for all of us, | 
and as the expected raids were kept | 
away, there wasn’t a thing that 
marred our pleasure. The French 
authorities asked for the privilege of 
entertaining us, and although we had 
planned something quite different. 
their invitation had to be accepted. 

“The town was. covered with flags 
and bunting and a holiday declared. 
—all shops closed. At 2 p. m. we all 
went to the ball park, not far from 
our own gate. The big grand stands 
were decorated very elaborately and 
many French soldiers and officers 
were showing people to éheir seats 
and generally’ managing things. On 
one side seats were reserved for al- 
lied officers, and on the other for 
nurses. 

“A stynning company of French 
soldiers were drawn up at the en- 
trance, with a group of buglers who 
played a fanfare every time a Ger- 
eral went by. There were eight there 
and it was great fun to see them

Lieut. Wirfs Writes of a 
German Who Surrendered 
in Three Languages in 
Order to Be Certain. 


Letters have begun to arrive here 
from St. Louis men who participat- 
ed in the great Franco-American 
counter attack on the Rheims-Sois- 
sons salient, and they illustrate the 
spirit with which the soldiers re- 
gard the fighting. 

Corp. Allen B. Tilghman, Eighty- 
third Company, Sixth Regiment of 


Marines, who was wounded on July 
19, the day after the drive began, 
writes from the hospital to his fam- 
ily, at 6900 Nina place, that he is “in 
bed now mainly on account of safety 
first and laziness. This happened on 
July 19, near Soissons, while we 
were having a footrace with the 
Huns.” 

He was wounded in the right side 
and left foot by a shell explosion. 
He continued: “I won't attempt to 
describe the affair up front, but 
it's sure hell in the fullest degree. 
The Hun is on the go now, and I 
think he will continue his journey 
for some time.” 

Second Lieutenant. Edward | J. 
Wirfs, 25, of 3011 Lafayette ave- 
nue, who also was wounded July 
19, wrote to his father two days 
before, telling him how he had 
founa his chum, Andrew ‘Taylor 
Castien of University City, while 
they were engaged in a fierce battle. 


He and Castlen enlisted together, but | 


same day as Wirfs, immediately aft- 
er the reunion. 
Guns Didn't Hold Them. 

Describing the fighting, Wirfs 
wrote: “They figured their ma- 
chine guns would stop us, but we 
didn’t stop until our objectives were 
reached.

S AFTER WAR 


Secretary of Interior’s Plan Includes Co-opera- 
tive Farms for Returning Army Backed 
by the U. S. Government.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10. 
Is our country “prepared’’? 
This may seem like a strange 
question to be asking now, but it 
will seem strange only to the} 
thoughtless. | 


It was asked the other | 
day by a member of President Wil- | 
son’s Cabinet, and asked in a way 
that forced a negative reply. | 

America, it was pointed out, is 


almost as totally unprepared for | 
an absolutely certain crisis just | 
ahead as two years ago she was un- 
prepared for war. America is un- 
prepared for peace. 

Secretary of the Interior Franklin 
K. Lane has a plan by which he 
would have the government reclaim 
millions of acres of worthless land 
and let the soldiers returning from 
the war work it as farms on a co- 
operative plan. 

Must Prepare for Peace. 

“We were unprepared for war,” 
he explained, because the vast ma- 
jority of the American people be- 
lieved that war was almost impos- 
sible. But everybody believes that 
peace, not this year, but some time, 
is not only possible, but sure. If 
we do not prepare for peace in time 
of war we cannot plead ignorance. 
We shall stand as a nation convicted 
of culpable negligence.” 

“But what preparation is neces- 
sary for peace?" 

“In many ways,” said the Secre- 
tary, “the crisis will be more acute. 
We went into war gradually. 

“We shall soon have 3,000,000 
soldiers under arms. We may have 
twice, perhaps three times that num- 
ber, before the war is ended. What 
are we going to do about this army 
after it is demobilized? Aside from 
this a great and greater percentage 
of our people are being employed in 
the war industries. What will Hap- 
pen when the wheels of our war ma- 
chine suddenly stop? Do you know 
what happens in a small town when 
its main industry shuts down?” 

Could we have a general move- 
ment to return every soldier to the 
job he left? The Secretary pointed 
out that this would be impossible. 
One cannot put a chicken back into 
the egg it came from. In the first 
place, there isn't any egg left: and 
second, there isn’t any chicken. The 
chicken of yesterday has become a 
fighting cock. 

“And a very large percentage of 
our men in service,”’ said the Secre- 
tary, “will not return to their for- 
mer employment. They have be- 


“Some of the prisoners said they 
were being fed scantily, and hadn't 
received Any pay for. five months, 
and that they were down in the 
mouth.

He wrote again that in 
one engagement he received bullet 
holes through his mess pan his bay- 
onet scabbard and his ration kit. 

Sergt. Cornelius Higgins, I Com- 
pany, 138th (St. Louis) Infantry, 
wrote tha the customary parting 
benediction with which the .8t. 
Loulsans started a hand grenade 
to the German lines was: “Divide 
that among yourselves, you damned 
square heads.” He told of being in 
a wiring party that moved from a 
spet in No Man's Land just before 
the Germans vigorously shelled the 
place, 

Sergt. P. H. Ruby of G Company, 
which participated in the raid July 
6, wrote that he “got a few of them, 
and I am going to get some more, 
for I sure do despise Germans.” He

In the first 
tter he said: 

“The people are simply wonderful 
us here. They were a bit skep- 
cal at first, but they have opened

e is kind enough to say that I will 
French very well, indeed, 

within a couple of months.” 


Maj. Wind wrote: 

“We landed at Liverpool and our 
trip through England was most in- 
teresting. The names you have read 
about become actualities—Sheffield, 
Nottingham, Oxford and Winchester. 
We stayed at Winchester for several 
days. There is an old Cathedral there 
where King Arthur is supposed to 
be buried. Very many interesting 
tablets and windows also. The peo- 
ple are—well, English. They look 
you over and figure that you must 
be fairly well all right, and you real- 
ize that the reason they that you 
must be is that you are-related, dis- 
tantly, to them. Our trip from En- 
gland to France was very interesting 
and exciting. There was always a 
good chance of torpedoes and mines, 
even tHough we were sufficiently 
guarded by destroyers. But we 
landed without event, and saw our 
first real live German prisoners. They 
look very contented and well fed. 

Saw Roman 

“We came through Rouen and 
saw the big Cathedral and also the 
beautiful building far up on a hill 
in the midst of a convent, looking 
like a jewel. The building is in 
commemoration of Joan of Arc. The 
whole terrain is beautiful. You ride 
through fields all cultivated and the 
roads all lined with trees, just as you 
read in the books. It is a shame any 
one should ever invade it. It seems 
a sacrilege for millions of foreigners 
to be swarming over it, even in its 
behalf. We shall never be for- 
eigners to the French any more. I

DEALERS URGE HEARING 
(ON RESTRICTION ORDER 


Automobile dealers in St. Louis 
express themselves as much con- 
cerned over the press Aispatches 
from Washington, which indicate that 
there will be a complete shutdown on 
the manufacture of passenger auto- 
mobiles after Jan, 1, by order of the 
War Economy Board. At the office 


of the National Automobile Dealers’ 
Association in St. Louis, President F. 
W. A. Vesper has been flooded with 
telegrams of inquiry from dealers in 
all parts of the country. Saturday he 
pent telegrams to more than 100 au- 
tomobile dealers’ associations in all 
parts of the country, requesting them 
to wire the War Economy Board to 
grant a hearing to the automobile 
dealers of the country, before finai 
action is taken. 

Mr. Vesper himself wired to Chair- 
man Bernard Baruch of the War 
Economy Board in which he set forth 
a statement which he also made to 
the Post-Dispatch. To the Post-Dis- 
patch Vesper said: 

“In the reply which the War Econ- 
omy Board has made to the manufac- 
turers of passenger automobiles, that 
they must turn their factories over 
to war work by Jan. 1, the War Econ- 
omy Board has overlooked the deal- 
ers of the United States. There.are 
28,000 dealers in automobiles in this 
country, and they have an invest- 
ment amounting to $184,000,900, and 
they average nearly 200,000 employes, 


‘all of whom are absolutely dependent 


on the sale of automobiles. They 
are the owners of expensive leases on 
buildings and these buildings cannot 
be used for other purposes because 
they are specially built for the 
handling of automobiles. 

“In addition to this, there is no 
other clase of merchandise which 
they can substitute for the automo- 
bile. The consequence of an order 
prohibiting the manufacture of pas- 
senger automobiles, therefore, would 
be fatal to them, and there are 
enough of them to make the situa- 
tion a very grave one all over the 
United States, and we are now ask- 
ing on behalf of the National Auto- 
mobile Dealers’ Association for a 
hearing by the War Economy Board 
before they issue a final order, and 
all we ask of them is an opportunity 
to maintain ourselves during the pe- 
riod of the war, because we are just 
as willing to make sacrifices as any 
other tradesmen.”

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CITY TO HAUL GARBAGE, 
SAVE $40,000 A YEAR 


Agreement Ends Long Contro- 
versy With Indiana Re- 
duction Co. 


Elimination of the present charge 
of 87 cents a ton for the removal 
of garbage from the city to the plant 
of the Indiana Reduction Co., at 


Dupo, IIL, ‘is provided for in a new 
contract which the city will ratify 
with the Indiana concern in a few 
days. This promises to end a con- 
troversy that has been in progress 
between the company and city of- 
ficials for several-.weeks. Mayor 
Kiel says that the new arrangement 
will save the city about $40,000 a 
year. 

Under the new agreement which 
was reached at a conference yester- 
day the city is to take over two 
barges and two loading stations 
owned by the Indiana Company, and 
will deliver the garbage to the Dupo 
plant. The harbor boat will be used 
to transport the garbage and Mayor 
Kiel says this will not increase the 
cost of operating the boat, which 
must be kept in service in any case. 

The Indiana company has been 
paying $35 a day rental for a tow- 
boat and $87 a month for the use of 
city property which its loading sta- 
tions occupy. The new plan will 
save the company this annual ex- 
pense of about $14,000. It was at 
first proposed by the company that 
the city buy its barges and loading 
stations, which were estimated to be 
worth $16,000, but the Board of 
Public Service declined. 

Under the new contract, which is 
to run for 18 months, with the privi- 
lege on the part of the company to 
cancel it on 60 days’ notice, all the 
“rich” garbage now gathered by pri- 
vate collectors will be taken by the 
Indiana company. Several concerns 
have permits from the city to take 
garbage from hotels, restaurants, 
apartments and high-class residence 
districts. The Indiana coriapany com- 
plained that this represented the gar- 
bage from which the largest amount 
of by-products are obtainable and 
urged that it receive the exclusive 
right to collect and reduce such of- 
fal. 

Mayor Kiel and members of the 
Board of: Public Service represented 
the city in the conference and C..A. 
Alling, president, and Otto F. Karbe, 
general manager, acted for the Indi- 
ana company.

Women in War Activities Are tho 
Leading Exponent, He Says, of

CHAUTAUQUA, N. Y., Aug. 10.—- 
In an address here today on “Brot!- 
erhood,” John D. Rockefeller Jr, 
drew from his own experiences with 
the Colorado Fuel and Iron Co. to 
point out how labor and capital may 
work in harmony and extended his 
forecast to cover the relations of 
competitive business, a spirit of co- 
operation between national, state and 
city Governments and business, a 
better understanding among differ- 
ent social elements, and, finally, po- 
litieal.and racial fraternity among 
the nations. 

“The fraternal spirit,” he said, “is 
developing equally among the wom- 
en.

Third of “White House” on 
Washington Avenue Added 
to Home When Hat Con- 
cern Is Absorbed by Rival. 


HEAVY OUTLAY 
ON ALTERATIONS 


Expansion of Quarters Made 
Necessary by Swelling 
Business jn Which War 
Orders Have a Part. 


The building covering the entire 
block between Washington avenue, 
St. Charles, Sixteenth and Seven- 
teenth streets, eight stories and 
basement and widely known as the 
“White House,” is now occupied in 
its entirety by the Brown Shoe Co. 
Until a few months ago the eastern 
one-third of the structure was the 
home of the Sloan-Force Hat Co.,

week. In addition are incorporated 
the executive offices, including dli- 
rectors’ room, retiring room for vis- 
iting women and other sumptuous 
apartments, on the first floor, while 
the top floor contains a spacious rest 
room for the army of women and 
girls employed in the offices and 
other departments in the building. 

Modern System Installed. 

Alterations of the interior of the 
structure were taken advantage of 
as an opportunity to install through- 
out the building every known and 
approved facility for comfort and 
convenience in the way of labor-sav- 
ing devices. Added to the complete- 
ness of the arrangement system are 
indirect lighting with a creamy cell- 
ing that, reinforced by white tiling 
pillars and walls, makes for perfect 
lighting. 

Notable trade expansion during 
the past few years, coupled with 
urgent demand for haste in filling 
Government contracts for an enor- 
mous output of shoes for the army, 
necessitated enlargement and care- 
ful utilization of space on the part of 
the company. The annex provides 
room for the clerical forces from the 
central supply building, at Seven- 
teenth street and Lucas avenue, and 
two other plants which are given 
over to the filling of war orders, the 
spaces thus vacated being devoted to 
manufacturing facilities. It also 
enables the company to better group 
its export department attaches, this 
section of the business having ex- 
panded tremendously within the past 
few years.

If you have been careful to hold 
up your hand every time the order to 
sit down was given, he will soon 
learn to sit down at this sign and you 
are able to give him the command 
and be obeyed when you are beyond 
speaking distance.

Sometimes you may wish to stop 
your dog when his back is turned to 
you.

As soon as some pups see & floek 

of sheep they will begin driving them 
inaturally ,and if they have been 
‘taught the preliminary lessons well 
they can be controlled easily. Take 
the pup by himself unless you have 
a very good-working old dog. Don't 
let the pup run too close to the sheep 
lor bite them. If your pup gets in a 
hurry, whistle to him to sit down. If 
he fails to heed the signal carry + 
short stick to throw at him and hit 
him if possible. This is more effec- 
tive than any other means of punish- 
ment and will not make him afraid 
of you if you are careful not to let 
him see you throw the stick. A good 
working dog starts behind the shep- 
herd and works from one side of the 
flock to the other in a wide circle. 

Shy pups are hardest te train. Nev- 
er “sic” a shy pup on sheep or any- 
thing else. A pup will learn many 
things by observation. Try to get a 
pup out of a good working dam and 
by a good working sire, if possible. 
Collie dogs have been bred ‘or the 
show ring, and the best show dog ‘s 
not necessarily the best worker. For 
the man on the farm, whether he has 
sheep, cattle or other stock, a collie 
is priceless when well trained. 


Prevention Is Best 
Mite Control Method 


Preventive measures are the best 
methods of control of poultry mites. 
Since it is known that darkness, 
dampness and filth are favorable for 
the development of the pest, it is 
clear that sunshine, dryness and 
cleanliness are the best means of 
preventing the mites from gettin, a 
start. The henhouse cannot be kept 
too clean, and it should be so con- 
structed that it may be easily 
cleaned. Provide good ventilation 
and allow a maximum amount of 
sunshine within. 

For eliminating the mites from the 
henhouse, T. J. Talbert of the Uni- 
versity of Missouri College of Agri- 
culture recommends thorough spray- 
ing with kerosene emulsion, strong 
lime-sulphur, miscible oils, *~ strong 
tobacco solution, or commercial 
stock dips. The spray should be re- 
peated within a week or 10 days to

FLEW IN WIND

scenes of wild enthusiasm when 
Capt. d’Annunzio and his comrades 
returned from the flight of four big 
bombing planes over Vienna. The 
flight over the Alps was made ina 
great windstorm and through strong 
mountain currents, at a height of 
more than 10,000 feet. 

The manifestos dropped on Vienna 
contained a warning of what the 
Italiana might do if they saw fit to 
return on a bombing expedition. 

Capt. d’Annunzio gave the follow- 
ing description of the flight of his 
squadron: 

“When we left at 6 o’clock in the 
morn the weather was splendid, 
but we’soon were enveloped in thick 
mist. We kept at a height varying 
from 8000 feet to 15,000 feet. 

“In crossing our former frontier I 
was deeply affected at looking down 
upon Cividale and the wild stretches 
of our country that have been held 
for the last nine months by the en- 
emy. 

“We reached Vienna about 9 
o’clock in the morning and descemn‘l- 
ed to within 1500 feet. The peorle 
in the streets at first were terrified 
and fled in panic until they saw tht 
we were throwing out only manifez- 
toes. Then crowds assembled and 
watched us with intense curiosity. 

“I particularly wished to approach 
close to the museum that contains 
the authentic image of St. Catherine 
of Alexandria, and made a detour 
which permitted observation of this 
point. 

“The weather became bad on our 
return trip and we experienced dan- 
air currents while. crossing 
the Alps. We also were attacked by 
hostile artillery fire and a fleet of 
hydroplanes, but came through safe- 
ly by noon of the same day.” 


Elated Over Enormous Moral 

Importance of the Feat. 

Ry Leased Wire From the Washing- 
ton Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—The 

Italian Embassy today received some 

highly interesting details of thé sen- 

sational flight of four big bombing 
over Vienna. The planes 
made the flight at an altitude of 

more than 10,000 feet, traveled 800 

miles, and dropped large quantities 

of propaganda. Embassy officia!s 
explained that the planes probably 
were the latest type of Capronis. 

The Rome dispatch follows in part: 
“The flight of Gabriele d’Annun- 

zio over Vienna was to have taken 

place several days ago and was de- 
layed on account of the poet's slight 
illness. It has now taken place with 
happy results. The flight was made 
over the barrage zones at an altitude 
of about 15,000 feet. The maximum 
height at which it had been sup- 
posed that machines might fly for 
any length of time had been from 

5000 to 10,000 feet, and then only 

for flights of less than one hour’s 

duration. 

“The Italian machines, under the 
command of d’Annunzilo covered a 
distance of 700 kilometers each 
way, a total of slightly more than 
800 miles, in 16 hours. 

“The poet was most enthusiastic 
over the idea of flying to Vienna, 
realizing the enormous moral im- 
portance of the feat.

IMARINE’S GRAPHIC STORY 
OF CHATEAU-THIERRY FIGHT 


Germans Were Aghast at Soldiers Who Delib- 
erately Aimed When They Fired, Says 


Letter Officially Given Out by 


Navy Department. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—A 


graphic eye-witness account of the 
fighting near Chateu-Thierry, in 
which American divisions, including 
the Marne brigade, took part early 


in June, was made public today by 
the Navy Department. It is in the 
form of a long letter from an of- 
ficer of the marines to Major-Gen- 
eral Barnett, commandant of the 
corps, and the story told is of pe- 
culiar significance, as in the opinion 
‘of many officers here it was the 
stand of the Americans along this 
line which saved Paris. 

The name of the writer is not dis- 
closed. The Americans were rushed 
to the line in motor trucks to sup- 
port the hard-pressed French and cn 
June 1 the marine brigade deployed 
on a support position, the battalion 
commanded by Maj. Thomas Hol- 
comb hurrying into the line as the 
The 
Germans were coming on and on 
June 2 the French dropped back, 
passing through the American lines. 

“We had installed ourselves in 4 
house in La Voie Chattel, a little vil- 
lage between Champillon and Lucy- 
le-Docage,”’ the letter says. 

Had a Box Seat. 

“From one side we had observa- 
tion of the north and when the Ger- 
mans attacked at 5 p. m. we had a 
box seat. 

“They were driving at Hill 165 
from the north and northeast and 
they came out on a wonderfully cleac 
Cay in two columns across the wheat 
fields. We could see the two thin 
brown columns advancing in perfect 
order until two-thirds of the col- 
umns, we judged were in view. 

“The rifle and machine-gun fire 
were incessant and overhead shrap- 
nel was bursting. Then the shrap- 
nel came on the target at each shot. 
The white patches would roll away 
and we could see that some of the 
columns were still there, slowed up, 
and it seemed perfect suicide for 
them to try. You couldn’t begrudge 
a tribute to their pluck, at that. 

“Then, under that deadly fire and 
a barrage of rifle and machine-gun 


fire, the boche stopped. It was too 
much for any men. They burrowed 
in or broke to the cover of the woods 
and you could follow them by the 
ripple of the green white as they 
raced for cover.’ 

‘ The writer declares the rifle fire 
of the marines amazed the Fresen 
who saw it. 

Rifle Fire Amazing. 

‘That men should fire deliberately 
and use their sights and adjust their 
range,’ "he says, “yas beyond their 
experience. It must have had a tell- 
ing effect on the morale of the 
boche, for it was something they had 
not counted on. As a matter of 
fact, after pushing back the weak- 
ened French and then running up 
against a stone-wall defense, they 
were literally ‘up in the air’ and 
more than stopped. We found that 
out later from prisoners, for the Ger- 
mans never knew we were in the 


front line when they made that at-| 


tack. They were absolutely mysti- 
fied at the manner in which the de- 
fense stiffened up until they found 
that our troops were in line.”

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NE of the survivors of the steamer Carolina, sunk by a submarine off the Jersey 
coast a few weeks ago, was Mrs. Rachel Wheeler Hamilton, wife of Judge Peter 
J. Hamilton of Mobile, Ala., and San Juan, Porto Rico. In a letter to her hus 
band, reproduced below, she tells of the horrors and saffering of 44 hours at sea in 
an open boat, after the U-boat hud circled about the liner, “like a tigress creeping up on 
its prey,” and of the hope that came at last when a butterfly alighted on the boat, harbing- 


er of the land not yet in sight.

HE sea was like a lake, and 

after a rest in my room I 

went out on deck. Ali at 

once there was a shot 

across the stern, and I 

jumped, saying, “What 

was that?” Then a sec- 

ond shot, which I saw fall 30 or 40 feet 

from the stern. I jumped up, saying: 

“That was a submarine.” 

said: “Oh, I think not; it may be just 

some orders for us, we are so near New 

York.” I asked him to bring Carlotta 

to me. I went to the stateroom, climbed 

up and took down two life preservers 

and told Carlotta to put one on. She 

laughed and said: “Why?” I said:

it in my stocking. 


Through the haze, about 100 yards, it 
seemed to me, appeared the submarine, 
which was enough above the surface for 
the men to be plainly visible, but it 
seemed to be yet rising until the float on 
which rested the oval structure came 
into view. I felt as if I were looking 
at a moving picture. There was not a 
sound from the submarine. It simply rested and 
waited. 

Then a sailor stepped up to me and said: “Madame, 
you must get in; we have no minutes to lose.” I said: 
“Cannot we go back for a coat? We will freeze.” He 
replied: “If you go you will lose your place in the 
boat.” 

So I, clad in white shirtwaist and skirt, with 
white corduroy jacket, white shoes and stockings and 
my little bag in my hand, and Carlotta in dainty 
white, with bright rose sleeveless sweater, were lifted 
into the lifeboat. 

Others had been put in before us, and just as Carlot- 
ta put foot on the bottom of the boat the stern dropred 
into the water. The rope did not break, but that end 
slipped faster than the other, and we (she and I), 
with several others, were thrown to that end of the 
boat, while the sea poured in to our hips. 


A megaphone order came from the submarine com- 
mander to get well away from the ship, and we, with 
water to our hips, bailing and rowing, moved off. 


There were 10 lifeboats in all, two of which were 
power or motor boats. Each power boat was to act as 
tow for four boats. By this time the submarine had 
moved nearer to the stern of the Carolina, and she stood 
as high out of the water, it seemed to me, as the Caro- 
lina. 

There we were on the ocean, the Carolina deserted, 
standing so steady and firm, with smoke curling from 
her funnel, as if so eager to be on her way, and we 
rocking and bouncing as a rubber ball thrown into the 
water. The only sound heard was the yelping and 
pitiful wails of little pet dogs left aboard. While we 
watched the submarine slowly began to move toward

It was growing darker, and we could see fires spring- 
ing up within and she began to settle, but very slowly. 
Then we noticed a list, and not long after she went 
down without any explosion, but with flames leaping 
up. The submarine devil stood by to see that the work 
was well Jone, then, stealthily she crept away, leaving 
us to our fate. 


Then the utter loneliness, with nothing to tie to, 
but by that time we discovered that the chief engineer 
was in charge of our boat. Our power boat was just 
behind, so he hailed it, and when we looked for our 
painter it had been cut, and we had only a small rope. 
We had to give up one of our men to the power boat, 
as the man there in charge did not know how to run 
the engine. When we were fastened to the boat we 
went along for about 15 or 20 minutes, when our paint- 
er broke—and such a sea! 

The clouds were black and lowering, and lightning 
and thunder on all sides warged us of a terrible storm. 
We finally doubled a rope and again fastened to the 
power boat, only to stay for no more than 20 or 30 
minutes, when again it snapped. By this time the 
storm was on us with a tremendous sea, the wind 
driving us hither and yon while the sheets of rain 
stung us like needles. To add to our misery, we were 
all desperately seasick. Carlotta and I stood for that 
whole night with our arms about each other, so that 


if we went over we would not be separated. We were 
almost frozen. A Porto Rican negro deck hand was 
rowing standing beside me and he took off his coat, 
asking Carlotta if she would put it on, for the rowing 
kept him warm. But for that I fear she would have 
succumbed. Then the boat would dip so frightfully 
he would lean hard against us to keep us steady. 

When daylight broke, a cold, gray dawn, the sea 
was comparatively calm, but cold. Oh, but we were 
in a pitiable plight! Not @ vestige of a boat, but 
wreckage floating all around us. We had three metal 
boxes of sea biscuit, ,ut our cask of water was small 
and we had to give it out almost by the thimbleful. 
From Sunday till Tuesday at 2 o'clock Carlotta and I 
had three sips of water and three sea biscult be- 
tween us. 

All of that day wreckage floated by and we feared 
lest we had just circled the sinking place of the Caro- 
lina. We feared to touch anything lest it be a float- 
ing mine, but someone saw floating near a package 
of blué gingham shirts, and with the boat hook they 
were drawn in. It proved to be one dozen shirts, 
which we opened up and spread out to dry in the weak 
little bit of sunlight which was just then struggling 
to grow brighter and which we welcomed with such 
joy. It continued to grow brighter and we began to 
thaw out. I became so cramped in my sitting position 
that I would have to be raised every little while. 

When the shirts became dry we all put them on, 
men and women, as far as they would go, so as to 
be comfortable for another night, as all day we had 
seen no signs of anything to help us. The sun set a 
glorious red ball Monday evening, a most wonderful

Almost 
at the beginning of the war he won notice by captur- 
ing several enemy aviators under heavy fire. He got 
a silver medal for that and was promoted from a Lieu- 
tenant of Reserves to the regular mavy service. He 
won a silver medal soon afterwards for a raid on the 
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Austrian coast, and then another silver medal for 
going up the Tagliamento River im an armed motor 
boat, shelling the enemy and capturing a batch of 
prisoners. 

Last December, with two motor boats, he stole into 
the harbor at Trieste, cut eight wire cables, pierced 
through several steel nets and sank the 5600-ton bat- 
tleship Wien with four torpedoes. [Italy began talk- 
ing about “Rizzo's luck” when he escaped undamaged 
out of the harbor, though searchlights centered their 
beams on his beats, the guns showered shells all about 
trem, and airplanes bombed them from above. He got 
a gold medal for this exploit and was promoted to 
Lieutenant-Commander. Last February, he slipped with 
a single motor boat into the Bay of Buccari and tor- 
pedoed another enemy craft, which lay presumably 
safe among the nest of submarines at Flume. For this he 
received a bronze medal and promotion to Commander. 

Rizzo ts a Sicilian, 32 years old. He came of a fam- 
ily of sailors, and when a mere boy went to sea in 
the merchant service He fared far, at one time com- 
manding a Rumanian steamer on the Danube and 
Plack Sea. After he became a man, his companions 
end employers grew to know him as caim, ailent, 
brave and energetic. He is described as a dark- 
eyed, quiet personage, with large features, looking as 
if they were cut from steel, a square jaw and a slower 
manner of speaking than most Italians.

N American patrol boat, cruising off Bar- 
Harbor, Me., a couple of weeks ago, 
came upon-the bodies of a young man 
and a young woman, bound together 
with ropes, floating in the ocean. Just 
a few days previously American vessels 
had been sunk by German suomarines 
off this part of the Atlantic coast, and authorities 
jumped at the conclusion that the couple had been pas- 
sengers on one of the ships and had been thrown into 
the water by the U-boat crew. The lashing of their 
bodies together was explained by the theory that it 
was but another example of German frightfulness. 


But for once the Germans were innocent. With the 
identification of the bodies, made difficult by the 
cruel treatment of the waves, a story came out that 
was far more appealing to human sympathies than 
if the first conclusion arrived at had been true. It is 
the story of a ne’er do well member of a wealthy fam- 
ily of high standing and of his wife, of lowly birth, 


who loved him so much that she preferred death in a 


terrible form to a separation that was the only other 
alternative. 

The man was Harry Havelock Morse, 34 years ald, 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Morse of Paradise, Nova 
“cotia, and brother of the Rev. William Ingalls Morse, 
ewiillionaire pastor of the Church of the Incarnation at 
Lynn, Mass. The woman had been Sophia Burke, 
whose family name was Ensign, or something similar, 
end who is believed to have been a Norwegian girl. 
lor five years she had been a second maid in the fam- 
ily of the Rev. Mr. Morse. 

From early youth, young Morse's career was one 
which occasioned much distress to members of his 
family, although there is no evidence that he was dis- 
sipated or vicious. He had reached an age approach- 
ing the prime of life without, according to members of 
the family, ever having done any useful or remuner- 
ative work. He was one of these men, apparently, who 
was content to drift through life, the plaything of his 
own whims, rather than master of his own fate.

And at no time did he suffer any com- 
punction in accepting a home and money for living 
expenses from his brother, which the clergyman gave 
him nearly all his life. 

Seven months ago, during the absence of the Rev. 
\ir. Morse, the younger brother and the serving maid 
were married by a Justice of the Peace in Lynn. This 
was a surprise to everyone, the young man’s friends as 
well as relatives, for he never had indicated that he 
took the least interest in Miss Burke. It estranged him 
from his family, although at the time of the tragedy 
efforts were being made by the clergyman to 
about a reconciliation on account of the fact 
that young Morses mother was dying.

In spite of all the tossing to which they 
had been subjected in the open sea, the rope, an ordi- 
nary clothesline, which bound husband and wife to- 
vether, had held.

That the couple had considered other means of end- 
ing their lives is believed to be proved by the fact 
that in one of Morse’s pockets was a new revolver, fully 
loaded. An army identification disk bearing the num- 
ber 1,673,660 was tied about Morse’s wrist. 

And now there is reached the strangest sidelizht of 
all on this unfortunate little romance and its unhappy 
ending. In one of Morse’s pockets had been tucked a 
folded note. But the sea water had all but obliterated 
it, and the only word of the whole missive that stood 


The couple rented a suite of rooms in an 
apartment in Lynn, and with money which 
she had saved when working the bride pur- 
chased furniture and decorations for them. 
Morse never again returned to his brother's 
home and the latter was openly provoked at 
his actions. 

The life in the Lynn apartment house did 
not last for long Morse w&s unable to con- 
trol) his impulse for a change of scene and 
environment and several months ago he tried 
to enlist In the Canadian army. He told friends 
that he had been reje ted. He then applied 
for enlistment at Camp Devens, Mass., and

Blown hither and thither as he had been all 
his life by his own inclinations, it was not sur- 
prising that Morse did not for long remain 
subject to the prodigious physical exertion 
and rigorous discipline of an army camp. 
Early in June_he obtained a furlough to visit 
h‘e wife and Camp Devens never saw him 
acuin. He was duly posted as “absent with- 
out leave.” The bride and bridegroom gave

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FRENCH HEROES AND HEROINES 


Stephane Lauzanne, head of French Bureau of Information in the United 
States, tells in new book of the blinded officer who found eyes and of 
the lamed man who found legs—Artillery officer fought all day with 
shattered arm—The happy private of Verdun and the stories of Mlle. 
Marcelle Semer and the woman telegraph operator who stayed at post 


TEPHANE LAUZANNE, head of the Official 

Bureau of French Information in the United 

States, was editor of the Paris Mitin when 

the war broke out, having been given that 

important post—for the Matin has a circulation in 

France of 2,000,000 copies a day—twhen only 27 years 

old. He joined the colors as a Lieutenant in the first 

days of mobilization and participated in the fighting in 

the first battle of the Marne and before Verdun—two 
of the most famous struggles in the world war. 

From the first-hand information which he gathered 
when on the fighting fronts, M. Lauzanne has written 
a book, “Fighting France” (Appleton), a vivid and 
authoritative account of the French at war. From it 
are taken the following anecdotes illustrative of the 
high courage and the wunconquerable spirit of the 
French officers and soldiers. The author quotes the 
famous epigram of Marshal Nogo of Japan: “Victory is 
won by the nation that can suffer a quarter of an hour 
longer than its opponent,” and goes on to say that 
“During the four years of war, France has proven that 
she knew how to suffer and was able to suffer a quar- 
fer of an hour longer than her enemies.’ Then he 
continues: 


HEY knew how to suffer, those soldiers 

of Gen. Manoury’s army in the battle of 

the Marne. And they turned the tide 

of battle in favor of French arms. They 

marched, fought and died for five days 

and five nights, in the passing of which 

some battalions marched 42 kilometers 

and did not sleep for more than two hours at a time. 

the mobility of the fighting units was such that 

the commissary department was absolutely unable to 

supply them with rations. For three days many of 

them had no bread, no meat, nothing at all! They sub- 

sisted on crusts they had with them, or on the food 

a they were able, by the fortunes of battle, to pick up 

in the villages where they happened to be. In spite 

of all this, whenever the order was given to charge 

they charged the enemy with a sort of inspired mad- 
ness.

They knew how to suffer, those other soldiers of 
the battle of the Marne who were a part of Gen. 
Foch’s army at Fere-Champenoise. Five times they 
attacked the Chateau de Mondement, and five times 
they were driven back. Their officers were consulting 
as to the best thing to do; and the men surrounded 
the officers, begging them with tears in their eyes 
to lead them to the assault for the sixth time. For the 
sixth time the attack was sounded, and at the sixth 
assault Chateau de Mondement fell. 

That officer at Verdun knew how to suffer. He will 
remain a figure for the legends of the future, for, run- 
ning to transmit an order, he received a bullet in 
the eye, which shattered his optic nerve. He was com- 
pletely blinded. Nevertheless, he continued to ad- 
vance, trying to grope his way through the night that 
had fallen upon him. He encountered something lying 
on the ground—a something that was a man 
just as badly wounded. The blind man be- 
sought him for help. 

“How can I help you,” said the wounded 
man; “a shell has broken both my legs.”’ 


“What difference does that make?’ shouted 
the blinded man. “I am going to carry you on 
my back. My legs will be yours, and your eyes 
will be mine.” 

And, one supporting the other, the blinded 
man and the lamed man carried on!

That officer knew how to suffer whom one 
of my brothers met on the battlefield of Lor- 
raine. An artillery officer, his arm was shat- 
tered, a few bits of flesh barely holding it fast 
to his shoulder. My brother, when he saw the 
man painfully dragging himself along, asked 
him whether or not he needed help.

Those men | saw for 
months fighting and dying 
to the south of Verdun, at 
the Butte des Eparges, 
knew how to suffer. 

The Butte des Eparges dominates the great plain 
of the Woevre, and from the very beginning it has 
been the theater of a frightful and long-drawn-out 
battle of the kind one seldom sees in this war. The 
Germans have been entrenched on the left side of the 
butte, the French on the right. And day and night 
for four years there has been an incessant battle over 
its summit of grenades, bombs and shells: a terrible 
hand-to-hand fight, in which neither one of the con- 
testants yields an inch of ground. A brook of blood 
runs its uninterrupted course on each slope. On the 
south slope it is red with German blood: with French 
blood on the north. 


The two slopes of the butte have been so razed by 
firing that they have not a single tree,. bush or blade 
of grass on them; they stand out sinister and fright- 
ful in their nakedness. * * * 


As for the summit, it is a No Man's Land, that be- 
longs to the dead men whose bodies cover it. The 
summit stopped being a battlefield to become a 
charnel house. The number of men who have fallen 
there will never be known. * * * But what is 
known is that the dead are always there. They form 
a parapet above which the living fight on. These dead 
rot in the sunshine and in the rain. In accordance 
with the wind’s being from the east or the west, the 
frightful odor of all this rotten flesh strikes the Ger- 
mans or the French. 


However, in the shadow of the human charnel 
house, at the edge of this bloody sewer, some little 
French soldiers come and go, eat and sleep for months 
at a time. * * * QOne day in a rest village in the 
neighborhood, | met a soldier from one of the bat- 
talions which was encamped in the charnel house.

The women have been no less wonderful. Can jou 
imagine a more beautiful deed of arms than that of 
a young girl, 20 years old, named Marcelle Semer, 
whose heroic story a French Cabinet Minister, M. 
Klotz, told recently at one of the Matinees Nationales 
at the Sorbonne. 


In August, 1914, there lived at Eclusier, near Frise, 

a young girl with gray eyes and blonde hair named 
Marcelle Semer. She was 20 years old at the time 
and kept accounts in addition to overseeing the work 
of a factory. At the time of the August invasion, after 
the battle of Charleroi, the French tried to halt tie 
Germans at the Somme. Not being“1n sufficient force, 
they retreated, crossing the river and the canal. The 
enemy immediately pursued. Marcelle Semer, who was 
following the French troops, had the presence of mind, 
after the last soldier had crossed the Somme Canal, 
to open the drawbridge in order to prevent the Ger- 
mans from crossing it, and to hurl the key to 

the bridge into the canal in order that they 
might not take it from her when they came up. 

An entire army corps was thus detained for 24 
hours: and it was only on the following day 

that the enemy, having found some boats on 

the Somme, made a bridge of them and passed 

over the canal. But the French soldiers were 
already far away. 

= The Germans were masters of the neighbor- 
hood for some days. They seized the inhabi- 
tants as hostages and shut them up in a cave. 
Marcelle Semer secretly carried them food. She

Then she was apprehended by the Germans, ar- 
rested and led into the presence of a court- 
martial.

HERE was no moon on the night 
of June 9 last, and the Adri- 
atic lay smooth and calm un 
der a light fog. The conjunc 
tion of darkness and fair 
weather was seized upon as 
an auspicious opportunity for 

xecuting a plan formed by the commander 

f the Austrian fleet ensconced at the great 
naval base of Pola—-the plan of absconding 
in all secrecy from the port, creeping along 
the Dalmatian coast behind the curtain of 
islands that cloak it, and seeking refuge in 
the harbor of Cattaro, far south on the bor- 
der of Montenegro. 

The maneuver was not voluntary, but was decided 
upon under duress. About two weeks before an auda- 
cious Italian scout boat had pierced all the elaborate 
defenses at Pola and succeeded in destroying with a 
torpedo one of Kaiser Karl's dreadnoughts as it rested 
at anchor. It was clearly no place for that vessel's 
gister ships, Szent Istvan and Prinz Eugen, both 
dreadnoughts of 20,000 tons. They must be rushed out 
of danger at the earliest moment. There was no telling 
when those mad Italians might take it into their heads 
tu duplicate their daredevil exploit. The Austrians had 
no relish for stirring out into the open, but there was 
nothing else to do. Besides, their seaplanes had re 
ported the Italian fleet lying quiet on the other side of 
the sea. 

It was a formidable armada that some time after 
niidnight stole out of Pola. There were the two 
dreadnoughts, each built at a cost of $12,165,000, each 
carrying a complement of 1000 men, and each equipped 
with an armament of 12 12-inch guns, 12 5.9-inch rifles, 
1S 12-pounders and four torpedo tubes. Moreover, they 
were surrounded and guarded on all sides by a convoy 
of 10 destroyers. 

it was with a certain confidence that the Austrians 
sei out on the voyage. So powerful a flotilla could give 


an excellent account of itself even should it, against 
all expectations, encounter an Italian fleet. But 


though the Austrians did not dream of it--they were 
steaming towards one of the most amazing adventures 
in the annals of the sea, one that would be incredible 
if it were not amply confirmed by official reports. 

It happened that the same calm waters and moonless 
sy had tempted forth upon the sea a man previous) 
not unknown to fame—Commander Luigi Rizzo of the 
Italian navy, Knight of the Military Order of Savoy. 
He was prowling about the islands to the south of 
Pola on one of those humble and inglorious missions 
which sailors accept as part of the day’s routine. 

Inder his command were two motor boats of the sort 
which the navies are beginning to use as scout craft 
They are probably about 110 feet long, or slightly more 
than one-third the length of the steamer St. Paul, 
which plies on the Mississippi. They have a crew of 
10 men, and are too fragile to carry artillery. The 
only armament on Rizzo's boats was a machine gun 
apiece. Each little vessel had two torpedo tubes, and 
each had four smaller torpedoes which lay on the 
decks and could be launched by hand. One of these 
motor boats could with ease have been hoisted upon 
the deck of either the Szent Istvan or Prinz Eugen.

Rizzo had completed his patrol and had turned about 
for the trip across the sea to Ancona as the first glim- 
mer of dawn began to lighten.

For three years the whole Italian navy has 
been trying to catch the Austrian ships out 
in the open and destroy them. Are you 
willing to risk all for glory and Italy's grat- 
itude?”’ 

To a man they answered, “Yes!” 

Commander Rizzo's purpose was nothing less than 
that of attacking, with his two mosquito boats, a fleet 
of 12 swift and powerful ships. The odds were such 
that David, to equal them, would have had to challenge 
several Goliaths. It was as if a brace of Airedales had 
undertaken battle with a herd of elephants. 

Rizzo himself was in command of the first motor 
boat; the second was in charge of Head Steersman 
(now Lieutenant) Aonzo. The latter was directed to 
slip around to the rear and attack one of the dread- 
noughts, which proved to be the Prinz Eugen. Rizzo 
himself undertook to care for the other. which was the 
Szent Istvan. 

With engines muffled they crept up towards the de- 
stroyers which rode hetween them and their prey. 
(Under cover of the fog Rizo slipped inside the line be- 
tween the third and fourth destrovers, slowing down as 
he passed to silence the motors. But once inside, he 
ordered full speed ahead 

The clatter of his exhaust awoke the Austrians from 
their security, and looking forth they beheld the 
amazing spectacle of two tiny motor boats charging 
furiously upon two dreadnoughts They sprang to 
their guns and opened a frantic cannonade 

Rizzo loosed the two torpedoes from his 
and both went unerringly to their mark. The first, 
with a charge of 500 pounds of guncotton, struck 
squarely between the Szent Istvan’s funnels, in the 
boiler compartment; the second exploded under her 
tower. The mighty ship reele#” two creat fountains 
of water rose high in the air and columns of black 
smo'e ascended. 

Aonzo, in the meantime, had fired his first torpedo 
and tmiseved, but the second shattered azainst the side 
of the Prinz Eugen, forward of the stern. so that she 
began to list.
